many as 15 times during that Week 
of horror confronted Yamashita in 
the courtroom and told in all its 
revolting detail the story of theit 
enforced shame. Press and public 
were barred from thc session, but 
a digest of the women's leslimony 
was made available later. 
Thc story of the burning alive 


of 15 residents of a section of Ma- 
nila known as Pax Court was told 
by Dr. Walter K. Frahkcl, a Ger- 
man Jew refugee, after the court 
was re-opened to the public for 
the afternoon session. 


Frankcl testitied that the Japa- 


nese altogether rounded up 19 in- 
habitants of Pax Court, including 
frirrnor Supreme Court Justice An- 
tonio

"They tied our hands behind our 


backs and gathered us in a semi- 
circle in a corner of one room," 
he said.

them to a cafe and plied them with 
food and liquor, then assembled 
them on an upper floor of 
the 
swanky Bayview hotel. 


Japanese officers 
and 
enlisted 


men took their choice of the girls, 
forced them into single rooms and 
raped them. Many were virgins of 
only 12 or 14. 


The same procedure 'was 
fol- 


loweci for the next six days at the 
Bayview hotel. Some women and 
girls were ravished in the main 
dining room in the presence 
of 


others detained by the Japanese. 
Other girls were taken 
to the 


Boulevard, Alhambra and 
Mira- 
mar apartments for similar mass 
rape. Altogether, the orgy contin- 
ued for eight days 
with the vic- 


tims including Filipinos, Chinese, 
Russians and Spanish. 


A Miss "N" testified that she 
complained to a Japanese lieuten- 
ant named Kito, but he said the 
men were from the front lines and 
could do as they desired. 


Another witness said another of- 
ricer told her that orders had been 
ssued to kill all white women, but 
he soldiers had decided to keep 
them and use them as a 
shield 


against the advancing Americans. 


Miss "G" testified that she was 
raped 12 lo 15 limes. The iirsl time, 
she said, three Japanese

her on her back and ripped

food and liquor, then assembled 
them on an upper floor of 
the 
swanky Bayview hotel. 


Japanese officers 
and 
enlisted 


men took their choice of the girls, 
forced them into single rooms and 
raped them. Many were virgins of 
only 12 or 14. 


The same procedure 'was 
fol- 


loweci for the next six days at the 
Bayview hotel. Some women and 
girls were ravished in the main 
dining room in the presence 
of 


others detained by the Japanese. 
Other girls were taken 
to the 


Boulevard, Alhambra and 
Mira- 
mar apartments for similar mass 
rape. Altogether, the orgy contin- 
ued for eight days 
with the vic- 


tims including Filipinos, Chinese, 
Russians and Spanish.

War College 
Picks Leaders

M1)— The United States army al- 
ready is busy training Its generals 
for 10 to 20 years hence. If there 
is another war, they will be the 
army's leaders. 


Students of the army's new war 


college here arc the cream of the 
junior officers who developed dur- 
ing the war just past: All under 
40 years ot age, with a superior 
combat record 
and 
holding the 


rank of lieutenant colonel or higher. 
Forty-two colonels nnd six lieuten- 
ant colonels were handpickcd 
for 


the first 
"trial run" command 
course. 


It is the only one of its kind in 


the nation and, if successful, the 
plan is expected to replace 
the 


army war college at Washington, 
which was disbanded in 1940. 


"If we arc successful in gelling 


Llie right students for Ibis course, 
its graduates will be the generals 
of 1955 — perhaps the generals of 
Ihe next war, if there is one," ob- 
served Maj. Gen. Karl Trucsdcll, 
commandant of the command and 
general staff school. 


Director of the top flight army 


class is 40-year-old Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam F. Dean, former command- 
ing general of the 44lh Infantry Di- 
vision. 


Throughout five months of inten- 
sive training, the men .plot war- 
fare and study military procedure. 
The class, made up of 35 per cent 
from the air force, 40 per cent 
ground forces, and 25 per cent serv- 
ice personnel, "is divided into small 
working commitlecs under a plan 
of self instruction.

War College 
Picks Leaders 
of Tomorrow

Ft. Leavenworth, Kas., Oct. 30 — 


M1)— The United States army al- 
ready is busy training its generals 
for 10 to 20 years hence. If there 
is another war, they will be the 
army's leaders. 


Students of the army's new war 


college here arc the cream of the 
junior officers who developed dur- 
ing the war just past: All under 
40 years ot age, with a superior 
combat record 
and 
holding the 


rank of lieutenant colonel or higher. 
Forty-two colonels nnd six lieuten- 
ant colonels were handpickcd 
for 


the first 
"trial 
run" 
command 
course. 


It is the only one of its kind in 


the nation and, if successful, the 
plan is expected to replace 
the 


army war college at Washington, 
which was disbanded in 1940. 


"If we arc successful in gelling 


Llie right students for Ibis course, 
its graduates will be the generals 
of 1955 — perhaps the generals of 
Ihe next war, if there is one," ob- 
served Maj. Gen. Karl Trucsdcll, 
commandant of the command and 
general staff school. 


Director of the top flight army 


class is 40-year-old Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam F. Dean, former command- 
ing general of the 44lh Infantry Di- 
vision. 


Throughout five months of inten- 
sive training, the men .plot war- 
fare and study military procedure. 
The class, made up of 35 per cent 
from the air force, 40 per cent 
ground forces, and 25 per cent serv- 
ice personnel, "is divided into small 
working committees under a plan 
of self instruction.

racing has been an annual tea I.'ire 
at Oaklawn Park here since 1934, 
but the 30-day meeting beginning 
Nov. 
5 will mark the first time in 


history that the horses have run in 
the fall in Arkansas. 


Consequently, with derby dates 


limited to earlier nionlhs, 
there 


will be no 1945 running of the Ar- 
kansas derby, an annual atlraclion 
which was run for Ihc firsl time 
in 193G. 


What is more, this may be the 


only fall meeting to be staged in 
the Wonder State. The

The hot days at our Tarlac prison 
camp followed dismally one behind! 
the other. We were routed our early 
for a roll call each morning, then 
given our rice. After my rice 1 
would 
begin to walk around the 
prison yard, which was about 200 
yards by 100. 1 would walk as long 
as my strength, or Jap plans for 
me, permitted. Then, it there were 
no questioners about, J would come 
bncK and read. 


Brig. Gen. Lewis Becbe and 1 


had taken a few books with us 
from the library of the University 
Club in Manila. Tlicy were handed 
mound like rare treasures, read 
and re-read, 
even submitted to 
memory. 
One 
that 
especially 
stands out in my mind was Ken- 
neth Roberts' 
"Oliver Wiswell," 
which did more to lake me out 
of myself than any other book I 
lead. I am .sure, as one 
officer 


said, that we would have read 
the telephone book from cover to 
cover it one had been available. 


The ignominy of being made to 


do manual labor was still before 
us. But the hour of just silting 
and wailing, for God knows what, 
pulled on many of us. Brig. Gen. 
vVilliam E. Brougher, one of the 
truly great combat soldiers 
ol 


Bataan, obtained some seeds and 
planted tomatoes, sweet potatoes 
and watermelons; arid 
daily we 
inspected them as their fir.sl sprouts 
showed timidly above the sun-baked 
ground. 


One day in July 1942, we were 
told that each of, us must svrilc an 
essay, the subjects of which were 
assigned to us. I dnew .."Ameri- 
ca's- Prc-Wii';! i'oh'cy "nil" - liVu fa ci- 
fic," sal down and wrote at great 
length on what 1 believed, and 
still believe, was 
our appalling 
error in not being militarily pre- 
pared lor any emergency in thill 
part of the world. The Jap "school- 
master" was sternly silent about 
my essay in further discussions 
of our scholastic work. 


The Jap 
officer 
in charge of 
our camp seldom visited us. He 
left most of the camp's supervis- 
ion to a sergeant who delighted 
in ordering us around. The ser- 
geant usually posted himself near 
the only cxil of our barbed wire 
enclosure. 


The wire was the height of Jap 


pieeaution. Few of us at Tarlac 
were in condition to stand the ri- 
gois of escape, for we could not 
have run or walked far from the 
camp, nor could we have existed 
very long in the mountains even if 
we had been able to put distance 
between the camp and ourselves. 


But we all dreamed of escap- 


ing, as cooped men will do. And 
one day the opportunity all but 
faced .some of Iho young enlisled 
men in the camp. 


On that day in question we were 


In get some meat. The meat ar- 
rived in the shape of a starved 
bul still rather irisky Philippine 
emy. The creature could not have 
weighed 
IfiO pounds. We helped 


the cow tenderly out of the truck 
which brought it to our cnclos- 
ui e, but it suddenly broke away 
from us and began running around 
the prison yard. 
The hungry Americans, includ- 


ing myself, gave chase. But the 
cow was in much better physical 
shape than any of us. It darted this 
way and thai and ran straight 
out ol' the open yate of the en- 
closure. 


By this time the senior officers 


and many of the juniors were 
completely winded. But a half a 
do/en enlisted men pursued the 
cow right through the gate, pass- 
ing right before the noses of the 
heavily armed Jap guard. 
It is possible that they could have 
kept going. But in the .stress of the 
moment their overwhelming crav- 
ing for meal, was 
greater 
than 


their craving for liberty. They chas- 
ed the cow uj) a neighboring hill, 
where it turned and bolted back 
for the cam]). The cow led the 
men right through the gale again, 
and in their gnawing hunger some 
of the men did not even know they 
had been out of bounds. 


It would have been a ludicrous 


performance at any other lime, 
but now it was very serious, es- 
pecially when the cow continued 
easily to evade our starving men 
in the prison enclosure. 
A sergeant from the cow country. 


named Grcenlcaf, 
finally solved 


the dilemma. He borrowed a length 
uf rope 
from 
a suspicious 
Jap 


guard, fashioned a lasso, stole up 
to within 15 feel of the cow and 
roped il neatly.

shortly alter our arrival 
thcie one of my best ordnance 
men, Col. Edwin F. Barry, came 
down with a streptococcus infec- 
tion of the Ihroal, and despite our 
pleas thiil he be rushed to a hos- 
pital he was casually treated in 
camp by a Jap medical officer. 
Col. 
Barry died of the infection 


at 10:40 p.m. on June 17. 
We 


buried him, with permission, in the 
Tarlac cemetery about a half mile 
northwest of the camp, and again 
I made a sketch of the location— 
against the day when I could pos- 
sibly deliver it to his family. 
Brig. Gen. Stevens was another 


who had the misfortune lo 
be- 
come seriously ill. He developed 
nn abscess on his liver and suffered 
a slighl hearl altack. We were able 
this time to have him moved lo 
a hospital. 


But Ihe hospital the Japs chose 


was the one al Camp O'Donnell, 
the worst nest in Ihc Philippines.

District Attorney Edwin L. Blew- 
er yesterday filed a joint charge 
of aggravated escape against the 
six who fled the jail, as well as 
two others who turned back while 
still in the combined 
courthouse- 
jail building. Two prisoners were 
shot and killed in the break, one 
recaptured early.
